In using the word “poor,” please let it 
be understood that I do not here mean 
the starving or the ill-clad. 
I mean peo­ 
ple who want to wear a nice silk or two, to 
have good gloves, and yet who must count 
cents and dollars to obtain them and twist 
and turn to make them last. 
Such peo­ 
ple, iu general, think Saratoga a place to 
be avoided. 
On the contrary, I cannot 
see why they should not come and enjoy 
themselves. 


NOW, WHAT IS SARATOGA? 
A conglomeration of small hotels and 
boarding-houses, where, of course, the 
keepers want to make all they can daring 
the season. 
But let it be remembered that 
though showing a solid froixi 
to . the 
stranger, the demon of jealousy is, perhaps, 
at large among them. 
Stray moments, 
snatched from shelling peas or stringing" 
beans, are spent in seeing who comes to 
take quarters at the house over the way or 
above or below on the street, and the up­ 
shot of it is that reasonable terms can be 
made, especially if people stay long enough. 
Fair quarters can be bad for from $9 to 
$10 per week—quarters in keeping with 
the two silks and the neat shots and gloves. 
The girls can at any time make pretty 
costumes out of inexpensive goods, more 
particularly this season, since the question 
in dress is not so much that of goods, as 
how they are put together. 
The family 
being lodged, boarded and clothed, what 
comes next? 
True, the 5-cent regulation 
:ts to drinks, has a dampening effect, but if 
one is not an invalid one need not drink. 
Not a few of the less expensive houses pro­ 
vide coolers containing the more important 
waters, for the benefit of their inmates, 
while to offset the price paid for drink, let 
us consider the 5-cent drives. 
More than 
one financial genius in a small way thinks 
he has done wonders in settling his family 
at a rate of from $0 to $7 per week, and 
puts on so much a week for drives—pretty 
expensive when counted 
up. 
I have 
known people who were boxed up at a 
farmer’s, spent the time gazing at a barn­ 
yard just outside their windows, and inhal­ 
ing the odors thereof. 
Boxed up they 
must remain, except for a walk on dusty 
roads or a drive that costs a dollar and 
upwards. 
Bacon was the staple produc­ 
tion, varied by hash, raw oat meal, sour 
berries and milk and eggs to bring on bil- 
liousness. 
In pity for the maid of all 
work or the farmer’s wife, they “attended 
their own rooms” and brought pitchers of 
water from the well. 
If they were the 
only boarders, they were lonesome and the 
time passed h eavily; if other people were 
there, plea~ant or not, they must be borne 
with. 
The time dragged and they came 
back unrefreshed and cross. 
But because 
the weekly bill was moderate, they thought 
they had gained some great advantage. 


COMPETITION AT SARATOGA 
Brings about plentiful tables; one eats, is 
merry, and, iu place of gazing at a barn­ 
yard, one may sit on a piazza, talk or look 
at the people go by, or take one of the 
perpetual cheap stages—fares ranging from 
5 to 10 cents—and go for a drive out to a 
spring where water costs nothing. 
Then 
wiiat eternal walks there are at Saratoga. 
The nice pair of shoes can be kept nice— 
not horribly whitened with the powdered 
dust of an ordinary road; the lofty trees 
lorm green canopies; the spirit of enjoy­ 
ment is abroad and all but the incorrigible 
give themselves up to it. 
I have seen 
lour clergymen — perhaps Presbyterians 
and subscribers to the Westminster cate­ 
chism, and at home austere as Satan would 
have them—spend hours at croquet under 
the trees, laughing at their own sport till 
the echoes might have frightened them, 
and then come in. to dinner and call for 
four deserts—two pies, one pudding and 
ice-cream. 
Next day, unharmed, they re­ 
newed the attack and were ready for 
“ more,” indefinitely. 
Again, to the music-loving, what con­ 
tinual strains are wafted from Congress 
Park over to the two great hotels, the 
< irand Union and the United States (called 
here the Union and States), and re-echoed 
back from the bands that play morning 
and night, and to which no very special 
influence is needed to gain the well-dressed 
stranger admisssion ; where lovely court­ 
yards, especially at the Union, refresh the 
eye, with perhaps some cheerful talk with 
friends in the intervals. 
In beautiful 
■Congress Park, 10 cents renders one per­ 
fectly independent of friends or influence, 
while drinks of Congress or Columbia 
iron water are gratuitous. 
As the season 
advances, who may reckon the scientific 
conferences and conventions : the confab­ 
bing of this learned body and that, where, 
if the stranger lie of an acquiring turn, he 
tnay pick up no small amount of knowl­ 
edge along with his summer’s recreation. 
Is not all this better than a farm-yard or a 
cheap village hotel, wfcere amusements for 
gentlemen are nil and for ladies only that 
o f talking about each other. 
In conclusion, allow me to bring forward 
ret another 
UNUSUAL ASPECT 


OfSaratoga life—one certainly not dwelt 
upon generally by scribes, and it is that of 
Saratoga as a place of prayer. 
I call to 
mind at least three (j>erhaps there are 
more) boarding houses—two of them so 
large and well known as almost to merit 
the ap()ellhtion of hotel—where a service 
of prayer is held each morning; where 
extra Sunday afternoon services are the 
rule; where indeed the whole atmosphere 
is so permeated by spontaneous exercises as 
to have given offense to an Episcopal 
clergyman, who could find none of these 
things laid down in the rubric, and there­ 
fore departed forthwith. 
Others, happily, 
who know not rubric*, are thitherward at­ 
tracted in such numbers as to cause ill 
natured surmise on the part of individuals 
(let us presume of the pea-shelling and 
bean-stringing tribe), who insinuate that 
spontaneity pays. 
Leaving that to be set­ 
tled when the books are made up in the 
fall, 1 would simply bring forward the fact 
that no mean contingent of Saratoga visit­ 
ors uphold these special features, else they 
would long ago have failed for lack of sus­ 
tenance. 
Nor are the supporters either 
Quakerlike in the severity of their garb, 
nor are their eyes per|>etually rolled up to 
the ceiling in view of surrounding wick­ 
edness. 
The ilash of diamond earrings and 
other vanities in diamonds is not infre­ 
quent ; of jewelry in general, a respectable 
article might be written by an exjiert; 
l<orters can testify as to big and well-tilled 
trunks, while carriages drawn up before 
the doors give evidence that the Gospel 
tents just mentioned may shelter inmates 
who can afford more than five or even 
fifty-cent drives.

Mrs. Lydia 
Ferrin, of Charlestown, 
celel rated her 100th birthday two weeks 
ago. 
Miss Mary Anderson’s health is not so 
prosperous as to warrant her early re-ap­ 
pearance in public. 
Don Francisco Garcia has lived in Los 
Angeles sixty-four years, and is now 108 
years old. 
His present wife is 38, and his 
youngest child is 2 years old. 
George Lewis, the celebrated English 
criminal lawyer, has charge of two libel 
suits brought bv Mrs. Mackav, wife of 
the “ Bonanza” King, against London pa­ 
pers. 
G. B. Stmld, the rich Englishman who 
gave up cricket to go as a missionary to 
China, has introduced the game among" his 
converts, he himself playing in native 
costume. 
Senator Eustis of Louisiana is so fond of 
Washington that he spends most of his 
vacations there. 
H e is also very fond of 
the game of baseball and is a frequent 
visitor to the matches. 
Sir Edward Baines, of Leeds, is perhaps 
the senior European journalist. 
H e repre­ 
sented his father’s paper at the Peterloo 
massacre in 1819, ami is perhaps the only 
survivor of that scene. 
He is more than 
90 years old. 
Professor E. B. Andrew, of Cornell, who 
has just been appointed to the Presidency 
of Brown University, was a gallant soldier 
during the war. 
For several years there 
has been a strife between Brown and Cor­ 
nell for his services. 
Mrs. Louisa Canby, who died in Indian­ 
apolis recently, was the widow of General 
E. R. S. Canby, one of the bravest soldiers 
of the nation. Mrs. Canby was 1 «.‘loved by 
every one who knew her, because of her 
many amiable qualities. 
Marcellus Pope, Secretary Noble’s new 
Private Secretary, is the son of General 
John Pope, of St. Louis. 
He is a young 
attorney who was recently graduated from 
Harvard University, and is a personal 
friend of General Noble. 
The late Father John Carroll, of Chi­ 
cago, was the oldest priest in holy orders 
in the I nited States, and probably in the 
world. 
He was nearly ninety-three years 
old, and for more than seventy years he 
had been in the service of the church. 
An American to receive a foreign de­ 
gree this summer is Dr. .1. S. Hillings, of 
the Surgeon-General’s Office at Washing­ 
ton. 
Oxford intends to create him a 1). C. 
L., in honor of his management of the 
medical librarv and museum in Washing­ 
ton. 
Mrs. Amelie Rives-Chanler, who is with 
her husband in London, intends to take 
apartments in Paris, and enter the art 
school of Cola Rossi. 
At present she is 
writing a book about the children em­ 
ployed in mills. 
She may stay abroad for 
several years. 
Mrs. Cyrus W. Field is said to guard as 
the chief among her treasures a small sil­ 
ver box presented to her husband by the 
municipality of New York, and containing 
the freedom of the city. 
This was given 
to Mr. Field after the successful laying of 
the Atlantic cable, and was the last time 
that the honor was bestowed. 
I). K. P earson, the Chicago millionaire, 
has adopted the sensible plan of disposing 
of his great fortune before his death. Dur­ 
ing the last few years he has given away 
nearly $800,000 to educational institutions 
in the West. 
Mr. Pearson lives with his 
wife in a beautiful home in a Chicago 
suburb. 
H e has no children. 
General Don Carlos Buell, whose name 
is now rarely seen in print, is living a re­ 
tired life in the very little village of Air­ 
drie, in Mcl/ean county, Kv. 
Here the 
old soldier passes a contented existence in 
a beautiful home on the bluffs of Green 
river. 
From the window of his library he 
can see for miles up and down the river 
and over the territory beyond. 
Mr. Thomas Bailey Aldrich, the editor 
of the Atlantic Monthly, sailed for London 
recently from New York, Mrs. Bailey and 
his two sons accompanying. 
He will re­ 
main some time in 
London to complete 
some literary work he has on hand. 
This 
is a narrative j>oem of about 1,200 lines 
dealing with the times of lineen Eliza­ 
beth. 
This done, he will visit the Paris 
Exposition. 
Colonel F. D. Hitt, of Ottawa, 111., pos­ 
sesses some rare relics of the French ex­ 
plorers of the Mississippi valley. 
Among 
them are the camp kettle of La Salle anil 
the Jesuit cross of Father Marquette. The 
cross is of lead and oopper, and in form is 
double, having a figure of Christ crucified 
on the obverse and of the Virgin and. child 
on the reverse. 
At the end of each beam 
is a heart. 
The relics are undoubtedly 
authentic. 
The late Mrs. Hayes was a tall, well- 
formed woman, with black hair, which 
she wore smoothly combed back over her 
cars, and large gray eyes which would grow 
black with excitement. 
She was fonil of 
dress, but dressed quietly and well. 
She 
liked music and had some talent as a 
singer. 
Mrs. Hayes was domestic in her 
tastes, and in the summer months could be 
seen working iu her garden or driving out 
w ith her children. 
Representative Shively of Indiana, who 
was married in June to Miss Emma Jenks, 
one of the prettiest young women in Wash­ 
ington, is noted in Congressional circles for 
his ready wit and genial manners. 
H e is 
one of the youngest men in Congress, be­ 
ing only 32 years of age. 
He first appeared 
in Congress to fill the unexpired term of 
Representative Calkins, acd then went 
back to Ann Arbor in time to get his de­ 
gree from the University of Michigan.

The above lines, written by L illie E. 
Barr, express a heartache, not uncommon, 
when regrets are useless because too late. 
How much better to fill the life of every 
day with so much love and kindness and 
consideration for others, especially for 
those nearest and dearest, that when the 
Reaper comes to our door—as come he will 
some day—remorse will not be added to 
natural sorrow. 
Did it ever occur to you, my sisters, 
what a god-send to the masculine portion 
of humanity, in the angelic matter of 
something to talk about, we “ weaker ves­ 
sels” appear to be? 
And from the earliest 
days they have been zealously improving 
their privilege. 
Most subjects get out of 
fashion as time goes on and gradually give 
place to others; but not so the “ woman 
question.” 
Men continue to advise us anil 
criticise us, to blame us and extol us, and 
to bold up for our emulation an ideal but 
totally impossible female from generation 
to generation with equal gusto and earn­ 
estness. 
A celebrated French writer has 
lately relieved his mind on this well-worn 
theme, in one of the leading journals of 
Paris, in terms rather more idiotic than 
the general run. 
Just listen to what he 
says of us: “ Woman was created coquet­ 
tish, flighty, tickle and frivolous. 
Poets 
have said that the only thing lighter than 
air is a feather; that the only thing lighter 
than a feather is a woman ; and that noth­ 
ing is lighter than a woman. 
She is sent 
into the world to charm and fascinate us, 
to console us from the fatigues of hard 
work, and to fill us with dreams of the 
ideal that may render the real in some de­ 
gree tolerable. 
This little creature draws 
her strength from her very weakness.” 
Rut some of us are not “ little,” this 
Parisian idiot to the contrary notwith­ 
standing—and many of us are not distin­ 
guished for weakness. 
And how about 
those who were not born to charm, either 
in form or feature, and the many whose 
highest idea of consoling man is to re­ 
mark to him “ I told you so,” or “ It serves 
you right?” 
Rather a selfish view, it 
seems to me, as well as a short-sighted one, 
to take of the proper place of the whole 
sex the wide world over. 
This same gallant gentleman insists 
that women are losing all their poetrv and 
charm by jostling with men in various 
avenues of study and labor, and complains 
with disgust that some French girls actu­ 
ally went to Sorbonne toco through a com­ 
petitive examination with young men, and 
in the a uthor’s words, “ to exchange a 
beautiful and radiant brow for a very ridic­ 
ulous diploma.” 
But he evidently forgot 
that even a beautiful and radiant brow 
will not always supply honest bread and 
butter. 
Some of the girls who went to 
Sorbonne mean to be lawyers and doctors. 
The writer generously condescends to par­ 
tially forgive the lady doctors if they will 
confine their practice to each other and to 
each other’s babies—but rails with angry 
vehemence against the idea of female law­ 
yers. 
lie says he can understand a woman 
playing tragic parts like Rachel, or writing 
like George Sand or Madame de Stael, or 
singing like Malibran, or riding like Thal- 
estris, or driving a pair of horses, or shoot­ 
ing pheasants in thick gaiters and scanty 
skirts—but cannot comprehend how any 
woman can ]day on a violin, even had she 
the skill of Paganini, because in holding 
the instrument she makes herself look 
hump-backed and destroys the harmonious 
lines of her shoulders, which (in the 
wretched Frenchman’s opinion) are “iar 
preferable to the harmony of her violin !” 
Fancy anyone thinking it more womanly 
to drive a pair of horses, or to go out kill­ 
ing birds, than to make sweet music on any 
instrument! 
Among those more reasonable people 
who think about the essential philosophy 
of things, the “ woman question ” is devel­ 
oping beyond the plane of glittering gen­ 
eralities and beginning to be considered— 
not altogether from the male standpoint, 
as it used to lie, nor fri m the woman’s side 
only, as a great many have insisted upon 
—but from the combined view of the two 
sections in their relation to one another. 
The old mistake of assuming that women 
are so utterly unlike men, and so far in­ 
ferior to them, that they are not to be 
classed on the same plane at all, wassecond 
oniy to the other popular error of assum­ 
ing them to be like men. 
According to 
the author of an interesting liook called 
“ French Traits,” the latter is the mistake 
that most Americans are making. 
He 
says that at the very moment when we are 
"iristing upon the essential unlikeness of 
women to men, American society is exact­ 
ing from women a continual exhibition of 
masculine qualities. 
We require of her, 
not “ strong mindedness,’1 but a coinpan- 
ionableness that is essentially masculine, 
and that we cultivate this quality in onr 
young girls to the cost of their feminine 
character. 
In reply to this the French oracle above 
savs that French women are far less mas­ 
culine in their tastes than we of America ; 
that, as a rule, they strictly avoid all com­ 
petition with men, conserving their dis­ 
tinct individuality of sex and following 
strictly their own bent. 
He says that 
nothing is more common than to hear 
American women lament their lack of op­ 
portunity and envy those ot men ; while 
in trance nothing is rarer, it never occur­ 
ring to French women to regret their sex. 
He adds : “ It is probable that «very Amer­ 
ican woman with any pretensions to tine 
mentality feels that "her sex is a limitation 
and wishes, with that varying ardor and 
intermittant energy which characterizes 
her, that she were a man and hail a man’s 
opportunity, since, in a thousand ways, she 
is his rival.” 
W ell, there may 1* a grain of truth in 
the criticisms of our cousins across the 
water; but I fancy that it will require 
something more than the choicest rhetoric 
of all the literary lights over there to put 
the daughters of Eve who hail from this 
country one iota below the status of those 
born in sunny France, if indeed—compar­ 
ing nation with nation—they quite come 
down to a par with French women, either 
in public or private life, in qualities of 
head or heart. 
This may be egotism—but 
we firmly believe it, don’t we, girls? 
The fact is, our strong-minded sisters 
attempt to prore rather more than is true, 
and are prone to fall inio the fatal error of 
neglecting the graces altogether for sterner 
things. 
And what guys and scare-crows 


some of them do make of themselves, w ill­ 
fully and with “malice aforethought”— 
and then go about the world advocating 
this, that, or the other, and expecting peo­ 
ple to believe them as readily as if they 
presented a more attractive appearance! 
In my opinion it is an evidence of bad 
taste or crankiness, rather than of pecu­ 
liar strength of mind, to roam at large 
dressed in dowdy fashion, or in ultra-man­ 
nish rig, or without due regard for what 
is both suitable and becoming. 
It is 
every woman’s duty to look just as well as 
she can, at home and abroad ; and those 
who desire to accomplish really effective 
work for any purpose or hobby whatsoever, 
cannot afford to neglect their own good 
personal appearance as an important part 
of equipment for the fray. 
If they haven’t 
the time or the taste to devote to it them­ 
selves, they can at least secure the services 
of a decent dress-maker and milliner. 
There is a great deal of solid truth in the 
French idea, although it is by no means 
an exalted one— that talent, genius and 
virtue are nothing without beauly. 
And 
the woman was never born who could not 
make herself a pleasing object, if not ab­ 
solutely beautiful, if she tried intelligently 
to do so, calling upon art to asssist nature 
if need be, and giving due attention to 
spiritual and mental, as well as to physi­ 
cal training. 
On the subject of women in business, 
“ Bab” writes: 
“ 1 do not think a single 
woman ought to have to work ; but as long 
as we have reached that miserable stage of 
civilization when they do, I beseech them 
to do well what they have to do—for it is 
just as easy, and certainly more creditable. 
There is not one of us who would not 
rather work for some one who belongs to 
us, who would not rather feel that the 
daily tread is after little footsteps, and that 
in the evening, when all is quiet and at 
rest, joy will be found in one loving heart. 
But if this cannot be, it does not make life 
less a duty.” 
A long time ago a very wise 
man wrote this to women, and 1 beg each 
one of you to remember i t : 
“ Queens vou 
should always be; 
queens to your hus­ 
bands, lovers and sons. Queens of a higher 
majesty to the world beyond. 
But alas! 
You areolten tooidleand careless—queens 
grasping at majesty in the least tilings, 
while you abdicate in the greatest.” 
Canon Bidden has written an open let­ 
ter, decidedly disapproving of female sur- 
pliced choirs, a movement toward the 
establishment of which appears to be gain­ 
ing ground in England and Australia? He 
says: 
“ It is difficult to say whether the 
spectacle of ladies dressed in surplices and 
so on in church is more irreverent than it 
is certainly grotesque. 
It is greatly to be 
hoped that good sense and Christian feel­ 
ing will steadily discountenance anything 
of the kind, especially for the sake of the 
ladies concerned.” 
The “ ecclesiastical vestments” of the 
snrplieed females in a Melbourne church 
consisted of surplices edged with black anil 
college caps. 
The same novelty appeared 
at a harvest festival in Yorkshire the other 
day, where the surplices worn by the 
women were made of Scotch lawn, in shape 
not unlike a collegian’s gown, with plaited 
backs, the costume being completed with 
purple velvet caps, similar to those woru 
in England by doctors of civil law. 
Poor Mrs. Humphrey Ward is still 
“catching it” on both continents for that 
much talked-of book of iier’s, “Robert Els- 
mere;” but as it all goes for gratuitous ad­ 
vertising and pours a golden shower into 
her purse, it is to be presumed that she 
does not feel much injured thereby. 
It is 
said that her popularity is now" on the 
wane even among the home literary set of 
which she erst reigned queen, it being the 
impression that she not only “wrote her­ 
self out” in that remarkable book, but that 
she did not write it all anyway.

truth is that “Robert Elsmere” was origi­ 
nally a bulky book, at least four times its 
present length, the result of a good many 
years’ hard labor on the part of the author­ 
ess. 
It would have filled four or five large 
volumes; but her husband, who is the art 
critic of the London Timex, and a man of 
good sense, insisted upon pruning it down. 
Gradually he clipped off’ page after page 
and chapter after chapter, and no doubt his 
work on the book was as important as her’s. 
Mrs. Ward is a lady of extensive knowl­ 
edge, but exceedingly plain in face, having 
weak eyes and very prominent teeth. 
At one time no woman was more popu­ 
lar in Washington society than Mrs. Kate 
Chase, as she now calls herself—and few 
have seen more bitter “ ups and downs,” 
or felt more keenly the humiliation of 
that public notoriety that is not fame. But 
it would seem, at last, as if fortune were 
returning to this still beautiful and stately 
woman. 
When Chief Justice Chase died 
bis estate was supposed to be worth les6 
than $30,000—an insufficient sum to his 
only daughter, who could easily get rid of 
twice that sum in one season’s entertain­ 
ing. 
It is needless to say that she was 
soon penniless, so far as the paternal estate 
was 
concerned—except the 
Edgewood 
property, near 
Washington, the Chief 
Justice’s country-seat place, which filial 
affection compelled her to keep. 
Lately

creasing its value very greatly. 
It is 
really a grand old place,"and inig’ht easily 
be made one of the finest in the District of 
Columbia. 
Her son, W illie, who went 
with his father iu the Sprague domestic 
troubles, and who married a sister of the 
woman whom his father married, has now 
separated from his wife and returned to 
his mother. 
He is only about 21 vears of 
age-

before the grand promenade on the Ave­ 
nue, the drive in the Soldiers’ Home 
grounds, the matinee, or the fashionable 
calling dress parade of the afternoon, and 
between those hours they may be seen 
trooping into the baths. 
A ll sorts of 
women may be found there. 
Fat women 
go to get thin, and thin women to get fat. 
Plain women go with an indefinite hope 
tliat it may make them beautiful, and 
beautiful women go in order to preserve 
their beauty; sick worneu go to get well i 
old women go to look young, tired women 
to teel rested, and misanthropic, bilious, 
sallow, malarial women to get their com­ 
plexions and dispositions cleared up; stylish 
women go because it is fashionable; dainty 
women because it is luxurious and sweet, 
wholesome; ordinary women go from a 
laudiable ambition to be clean in the full­ 
est sense of the word. 
They come in carriages and on foot; 
they come with their maids in attendance, 
they come chattering along in pairs, and 
they come tripping in alone; they come in 
the daintiest of toilets— all shimmer and 
dazzle and perfume, with stylish coiffures 
and picturesque arrangements of gauze 
and flowers framing their pretty faces, and 
they disappear in the dressing-rooms, and 
presently reappear clothed oniy in dia­ 
monds and sheets, with their hair, be it 
sparse or heavy, hanging over their shoul­ 
ders. 
There is a little display of womanly

the doctor said, and what all the old ladies 
said, etc., ad infinitum. 
Then there is the fussy woman, who 
exclaims about ihe heat, and says she is 
all burning up, and is sure something is 
wrong, and wants a drink, and wants her 
handkerchief, aud wants her head cooler, 
asks half a hundred questions, and finally 
fidgets herself into a fever. 
The shy little new-comer over in the 
corner, demurely wrapped up to her chin, 
even her hands tucked out of sight, smiles 
softly at the scene and wonders if the 
freckles across her nose will melt off. 
The 
habitues of the place lean back, leisurely 
dreaming of their conquests, their last 
souvenir night's triumphs and floral ova­ 
tions, or their latest and dearest lovers, 
while their bangs slowly straighten out, 
and the perspiration meditatively drips ott 
their noses. One slender, handsome woman, 
with a heavy mass of dark hair tossed over 
the back of the chair, one white arm out­

B ut to the sutprise of her rela­ 
tives and attending physician she did not 
regain consciousness. 
H er eyes did not 
have a dull, vacant look, bat seemed fixed 
on som ething far above her nearly all the 
time. 
ANGELIC VISIONS. 
She would be in bed and lift up one arm 
to its full length, while a strange sm ile il­ 
lum ined her features. 
About four weeks 
after she surprised those who were sitting 
around the bed by m urm uring the name 
of a girl companion who had died about 
two weeks before she had met with the 
accident. She did Dot speak again, but by 
the motions of her arm s indicated that she 
saw an angel hovering over her. 
For 
boars she would sing in clear, yet soft, 
sweet tones all the religious songs she had 
ever known. 
All this tim e she seemed to­ 
tally oblivious to everything around her. 
For over two years this rem arkable sub­ 
ject remained in what seemed to be a traDce. 
During that tim e she had but three lucid 
intervals, one lasting for less than a m in­ 
ute, only long enough to say : “ Please give 
me a drink.’- The other two periods were 
during the early part of her strange sick­ 
ness. 
One of the most rem arkable features cf 
Miss Beadliug’s case was that she weighed 
about 125 pounds, only five pounds less 
than when she was hurt, two years before. 
Iu all that lime she tasted nothing but milk, 
toast aud chicken broth, never over four 
ounces a day. and even went for three days 
at a time without a morsel of food. 
And 
yet she finally recovered, if the reporter's 
inform ant rem embers aright.

Engineer Jordan of the State Board of 
Health of Maine. 
The illustrations show 
a well, in one instance, with the water 
closets of the dwelling emptying into a 
cesspool that is above the well and from 
fifty to one hundred feet distant. 
The 
drainage is naturally in the direction of 
the well, 
and 
as 
the 
latter 
termi­ 
nates in the shortest distance of compact 
soil, the filtration is into in. 
Still an­ 
other illustration shows the cesspool below 
the soil. 
As the latter is much deeper 
than the former there is natural drainage 
from it downward, toward and finally into 
the well, though at a point deeper than in 
the first instance. 
Still another illustra­ 
tion shows the house drainage pipes leak­ 
ing into the soil and feeding the pois nous 
fluids into the earth that convey them 
into the well. 
It is unnecessary for any 
one to read the able accompanying article; 
the illustrations prove the evil of such 
relation of wells and of drain pipes and 
cesspools. 
It is within the knowledge of 
every one that there are water supply 
sources in great number throughout the 
country, that are situated precisely as are 
those we have briefly described. The great 
lessou that the paper and the illustrations 
teacli is that the soil is no barrier to the 
passage through it of the germ of disease; 
that, in fact, as the essayist puts i t : “W ells 
in the same general land slope and make­ 
up of soil are not safe against disease germs 
that may be planted in the ground on the 
higher slope, even if 1,000 feet and farther 
away.” 
Dr. Vaughan of Michigan relates that 
in a village in his own State the select­ 
men had chosen a certain site for a grave­ 
yard. 
The surface was covered with soil 
to a depth of 18 inches, and below that 
there existed hard pan 2 or 8 feet thick, 
and below that, gravel, while about 30 
feet under the surface was an impervious 
bed of clay. 
Now, 500 feet distant, and 
on a lower level than the graveyard, Dr. 
Patclien had a well, extending down to 
the same clay stratum, which he feared 
might become contaminated if the grave­ 
yard were located as proposed. 
H e veri­ 
fied his fears by spreading a salt of lithium 
upon the surface of the ground of the pro­ 
posed graveyard and at a point 500 feet 
distant from his well. 
I11 18 days lithium 
was found in the well. 
A more striking case is cited from 
Switzerland, where Government officers 
carried on an investigation to determine 
the cause of an outbreak of typhoid fever 
in villages that had always prior to that 
been free from fevers and typhoid epidem­ 
ics. 
Observation, says the essayist, proved 
in village No. 1 that only those persons 
using water from a certain spring were 
sick. 
It was known that typhoid fever 
had shortly before existed in village No. 
2, located on the other side of a high ridge 
of land. 
The level, or elevation of the 
valley in which was the second village, 
and its meadows and streams of water, into 
which the dejections of the typhoid pa­ 
tients had been thrown, was considerably 
higher than the spring which had spread 
the epidemic in village Xo. 1. 
The fol­ 
lowing experiments were tried to deter­ 
mine whether there was any possible con­ 
nection. 
Several tons of salt and several 
hundred weight of flour were thrown upon 
the meadow adjacent to village Xo. 2. The 
salt was found in the suspected spring, but 
no trace of the constituents of the flour, 
which was held to prove conclusively that 
the mile of intervening earth had no large 
voids in it, hut was fine, and a good barrier 
to the particles of matter, but that in the 
percolation of water it was no barrier to 
the passage of the micro-organisms that 
started with the water.

ored man, Fred Douglass, to be Minister to 
Hayti was one fit to be made and reflects 
credit upon the Administration. Douglass 
is competent and trustworthy, and by edu­ 
cation, experience in State craft and schol­ 
arly acquirement, eminently qualified for 
the important post. 
His career has been 
singularly interesting. 
He rose from the 
position of a slave to that of a citizen of 
influence in the councils of the people. 
He began his career with the shackles of 
involuntary servitude riveted upon him. 
There appeared in the horizon of his hope 
not even a cloud so large as a man’s hand 
indicating for his future any release from 
the degradation of human slavery. At the 
age of 21 he fled from his master to the 
soil of freedom and so diligently applied 
himself to the acquisition of knowledge 
that, aided by William Lloyd Garrison, 
he was able at the age of 24 to take a po­ 
sition before the people and address them 
from the public rostrum. 
His success as 
an orator was instantaneous, and from that 
moment he became one of the most prom­ 
inent of the anti-slavery advocates and 
champions of the day. 
He 
lectured 
throughout the far Eastern States as the 
agent of the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery 
Society, and then went to Europe in the 
same capacity. 
Englishmen raised the 
money to purchase aud insure his freedom, 
anti on his return to the United States lie 
entered U|x>n a journalistic 
career 
Rochester, X. Y. 
He was demanded by 
Virginia for supposed cotnplicitv in the 
John Brown affair, but fled to England, 
returning soon, however, and resuming 
publication of his paper. 
On the break­ 
ing out of the war of the rebellion he be­ 
came the friend of Lincoln and counseled 
the employment of colored troops and the 
issuance of the emancipation proclamation. 
He aided very materially in enlisting ne­ 
groes in the army and fitting them out for 
the seat of war. 
W ith the abolition of 
slavery Douglas moved to Washington and 
published the Sationa! lira. 
In 1871 he 
was appointed 
Assistant 
Secretary 
to 
the Santo 
Domingo 
Commission, and 
shortly after was made a member of the 
Council of the District of Columbia. 
In 
1872 
he 
was 
chosen 
a Presidential 
elector for the State of Xew York, aud 
was the messenger who carried the rejxirt 
of the State’s vote for President to Wash­ 
ington. 
In 1876 he was made Marshal of 
the District of Columbia, and in 1881 Re­ 
corder of Deeds for the District, an office 
he held until removed by President Cleve­ 
land in 1886. 
He is tiie author of several 
books o t narratives, and is recognized as 
an orator of singular power. 
Xo other 
man of the negro race has had such an 
eventful career as has Douglass, or more 
signally demonstrated what are the possi­ 
bilities for the man who choose, to rise in 
this land of opportunities. 


Annette did not heed the warnings that 
she received. 
She was well aware that 
Pitois had faults, that he remained many a 
long hour in the taverns, cards in hand, 
but she said to herself that when she was 
his wife he would change. 
Then, too, 
having always been in the homes of others, 
she ardently desired to he in her own, to 
have her own little nest.

then—she loved Pitois. 
Her robust lover had not a sou. Annette 
had to buy all that was needed. 
One 
month after the marriage, nothing was 
left of the servant’s little savings. 
Everything went smoothly the first few 
months, which are called the honeymoon. 
Annette went out to work by the day 
and earned a pittance. But, alas! Pitois had 
not been changed by marriage, nor by the 
affection which his wife showed for him 
and the good advice which she gave him. 
H e had soon fallen back into his evil habits 
of indolence and intemperance.

past, he spent his entire wages in gambling 
and drinking, while his wife strained 
every nerve to keep hunger from the door.

J. B. Scott, of this place, is building a 
fine large hotel between 
Truckee and 
Tahoe City lor tiie accommodation of sum­ 
mer tourists. 
Last week A. F. Daius captured a bis 
sturgeon in the river near the bridge. 
It 
measured five feet eleven inchts, and made 
a pood fight for life. 
Fruit is being shipped in large quantities 
from all the stations on the line of the 
railroad, and the freight trains are gener­ 
ally behind in consequence. 
Fruit picking has commenced on the 
Xatoma ranch, and as a consequence the 
streets were clear of boys all the week. 
Wednesday was the first day of picking 
and the scarcity of boys on the streets was 
noticeable. 
They will have about two 
weeks picking altogether. 
On Sunday morning the body of a Ghi- 
naman was found hanging at Beal's Bar, 
about six miles from here. He had evi­ 
dently committed suicide, and had been 
dead two or three 
days. 
The Placer 
County Coroner held ah inquest, but we 
have been uaable to learn auy particulars 
regarding it. 
The pipemakers of the shops here will 
have finished making the iron pipe for 
OrangevHle in aoout two weeks. The work 
of laying it will be finished in about five 
weeks. 
All the large pipe will be laid 
there this week, and the "men will com­ 
mence on the smaller pipes on Monday. 
About thirty-five men are employed at the 
colony on the pipe work. 
The Board of School Trustees met on 
Saturday afternoon last and selected the 
teachers for «fie ensuing term of the public 
school. 
Professor J. E 
Blanchard was 
chosen Principal of the school and teacher 
of the grammar department, at a monthly 
salary of *125. 
Mrs. C. O Spaulding will 
have charge of the primary department at 
a salary of ¿82 50 a month. 
The vinet arda around Folsom and vicin­ 
ity give promise of an abundant yield, and 
are in the very best condition possible. On 
the various places atound here preparations 
are being made to harvest the crop and 
make wine, and a remarkably large output 
will be the result.

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People constituting the inhabitants of a 
city, rich or poor, old or young, distin­ 
guished or humble, must have recreation. 
IV hether it is the laborer, the mechanic, 
the tradesman or the banker, there must 
be, in order to promote their happiness 
and health, some means by which the 
shady side of life will for a time he dis­ 
placed by sunlight, and that means must 
be an enjoyment accommodating to all. 
To a limited extent only does Sacra­ 
mento provide for the enjoyment of all 
classes. 
It is true we have our open-air 
concerts in summer time, and the Capitol 
Park and Plaza are always open to the ac­ 
commodation of every body. 
Then, again, 
onr new Central Street Railway, running 
to ' >ak Park, furnishes to many an opjiortu- 
nity fora pleasant ride in the evening, and 
<• 
tho extent of its patronage 
one 
from 
readily sees how fully the people in the 
Capital City appreciates every facility af­ 
forded them for inexpensive enjoyment; 
but for a city claiming a population of 40,­ 
000 to be confined to one little Plaza, and 
a Park kept in order by State funds, is 
surely not evidence of a most enterprising 
community. What we need in Sacramento 
more than any other of the many wants is 
a large, roomy landscape park,’ within a 
mile or two of the city, and carried on in 
a manner similar to parks maintained by 
othe cities of like proportion throughout 
the Union. 
Take East Park, for instance. 
What a 
beautiful spot that could be made. 
Even 
now, in its untidy and neglected condition, 
it has many romantic and beautiful sur­ 
roundings, and I never fail to drive a vis­ 
iting friend and stranger around its shady 
roadways, nor do I fail to tell him that 
arrangements are about completed to re­ 
claim and improve its condition, and by 
next year it will he one of the most delight­ 
ful spots on earth. 
But we do really need some place where, 
on Sunday, the people could go with their 
children and enjoy the day of rest under 
the cool shade of the trees, away from the 
noise of the city, with its heat and its 
dust and smoky atmosphere. 
Take the 
housewife, for instance. 
How dearly she 
would love to lie down on some green 
spot in a (pliet nook and rest from her 
many cares of the week, while her children 
could romp and play without danger of 
being run over by passing teams, and 
without causing the anxiety for their 
safety that has daily brought another 
mark of care on her wrinkled cheek. 
Speaking of the wife and mother, just 
think how prescribed are the limits of her 
pastime and enjoyment— from Monday 
morning until Saturday night, in most in­ 
stances, alone. 
It is true there are some 
among the wealthy classes who have some 
diversions not given to the poor, hut even 
among the rich how many, many wives 
and mothers are there who never step be­ 
yond the threshold of the house for weeks. 
Now some will say: 
“ W h y ! that’s all 
right; that’s where they live; that’s their 
home; and be it ever so humble, there’s no 
place like home.” 
W ell now, that is well 
enough, but no law of nature I lls ever or­ 
dained that a woman’s existence should be 
confined within the walls of brick and 
mortar or clapboards, any more than birds 
should be caged. 
Yet birds, notwithstanding the freedom 
of their creation, are caged, and they live, 
and I suppose birds will he caged and 
women housed, just as long as the world 


engaged in the lively ‘game of the South.’ 
“It happened on" that occasion that 1 
had no silver whatever with me, but, 
thanks to the generosity of my firm, plentv 
of gold, and whenever a bet would l"e 
made my friends would make the change 
—take down the ¿20-piece and give me 
silver. 
Being quite lucky that night, the 
result was when we quit the game, about 1 
o clock, 1 had all their silver and thevhad 
all my gold. 
Y\ e sat around smoking and 
telling stories for about half an hour when 
a fellow from some thrashing machine, 
with a light load on, came in and sug­ 
gested a game of whist.

gentleman and started"in. 
“As usual we soon got to plaving for $1 
a game (seven points), and as the rancher 
and I were partners, and the onlv ‘signal’ 
that could attract his attention would be a 
belt over the head with an axe. why, of 
course, we lost right along. 
Well," we 
played along at this rate until about 2:30 
o clock. 
About that time I observed three 
men come in, who, taking chairs and draw­ 
ing them close up to the table, soon became

very much interested in the game. 
S 
afterwards three or four more came in, 
then a great large man with a red face and 
no collar, and coat pockets sticking out, 
went up and held an extended and whis­ 
pered conversation with the barkeeper, 
and I thought I saw the barkeeper point

fingers 
and 
nod 
his 
head. 
Then 
the 
big 
red-faced 
man 
went to the hack of the room where we 
were sitting, locked and bolted the door. 
Then he went and locked and bolted the 
front door. 
My companions apparently 
became quite nervous, and I began to think, 
myself, that ali that whispering and lock­ 
ing and bolting of doors and evident ex­ 
citement of the red-faced man meant 
something. 
So, pushing my chair back at 
the end of a game, I said:

If

He received his pri-

‘ the High School entered the State Uni­ 
versity, from which he graduated with 
honors. 
“ I feel highly honored by the appoint­ 
ment I have received from Senator Stan 
ford,” said Mr. Grant to a Post reporter to­ 
day, “ and I shall do my best to be worthy

What "were Senator Stan­ 
ford's reasons for appointing so voung 
a man on the Board of Trustees?

I understand that he 
will in a few days appoint another young 
man as Trustee. 
His object in doing this 
is quite evident. He desires to have a cer­ 
tain number of men in the Board who can 
reasonably be expected to survive him. and 
these Trustees will be trained in the con­ 
duct of the institution according to his 
views, so that when he is no longer here to 
direct affairs the great work to which he 
and Mrs. Stanford have devoted their vast 
fortune and the remainder of their lives 
shall be continued in the course they have 
mapped out for it, without deviation or 
clash of opinion. Of course, during the 
lifetime of Senator and Mrs. Stanford the 
direction of the University will be in their 
hands and the Trustees will, of course, 
concur with them in all things, but some

Consequently 
it may be found necessary to take young 
men who have fine attainments and who 
will be ambitious to give the institution 
renown as a great seat of learning. Senator 
Stanford has many applications for posi­ 
tions as instructors", but the difficulty is to 
select the right men. 
1 believe there is a 
splendid future for the University, and in 
its management we Will not be hampered 
with politics, as has been the case with 
the Slate University in the past. 
There 
will certainly be nothing of that kind to 
cause trouble or dissatisfaction, and as we 
will have unlimited facilities at our com­ 
mand. the task imposed upon us will be 
simply to gather to the University the 
bright minds that will make it possible to 
uarry-mmrfrpffesiiifis ertrs fsnrrffers.

“ Does not all this activity interfere 
with his pastorate duties?” 
“ It does, deculclv, and ¡list there is 
where the shoe pinches. 
The congrega­ 
tion don’t like it a hit. 
They have no ob­ 
jection to the pastor making all the money 
lie can, but these outside interests engross 
so much of his time, that very many duties 
have to be deputized which lie formerly used 
to perforin himself. 
Xo time Is left for 
funerals or visitations. 
There is a general 
feeling 111 the Tabernacle that the outside 
demands upon the pastor’s time are alto­ 
gether too numerous, and the slumbering 
volcano will break out sometime in a way 
that cannot be mistaken. 
They love and 
admire him; but it should not be forgotten 
that when he came to the Tabernacle, 
twenty years ago, he was not a famous 
preacher and all his popularity has dated 
from the time he came to Brooklyn. His 
lectures on ‘The Marriage Ring,’ and other 
sensational topics, have brought and are 
still bringing him a great deal of monev. 
Altogether, lie is probablv the most liber­ 
ally rewarded clergyman in this hemi­ 
sphere, if not on the globe, at the present 
time.” 
“ But liis congregation surely do not 
object to liis good fortune in that respect ? ” 
“Of course not. 
But they cannot help 
remarking that the Friday night lectures 
have been practically discontinued, and 
that while the Sunday forenoon service is 
still a masterly effort, that of the evening 
is a hortatory affair — a mere homily or 
pulpit talk. 
Other things, too, contribute 
to occupy his time. 
His duties as Chaplain 
of the Thirteenth Regiment, the crack corps 
of the City of Churches, brings him a sort 
of eclat. 
On parade days there is no more 
observed equestrian than the Tabernacle 
pastor, as he ambles along 011 his well- 
groomed horse, a pleased expression on his 
face and his side whiskers gently waving 
in the soft summer wind. 
The ladies 
are wild over the dominie on horseback. 
‘ It is something,’ they say, ‘to have a dear 
pastor who can preach well; but when he 
can ride like a centaur and carry a distinct 
military air into the pulpit, lie is a jewel, 
indeed.’ ” 
The secret of the whole matter is that 
the “Dominie,” as his people usually call 
him, is a shrewd man of business, with a 
keen eye to prospective profits. 
The sen 
sational topic of the hour is his theme anc 
nd 
every sermon and lecture is a piece of news. 
He carries the newspaper instinct into the 
pulpit, and loves to tingle the nerves of 
his audience. 
H e is comedian and trage­ 
dian by turns, and hammers away with all 
the vim and pregnant vocabulary of a first- 
class reporter, whether his target be the 
concert hails, the beer gardens, the wicked 
variety shows, the stage itself or the very 
latest scandal or disaster. 
He recognizes 
the fact that the old-fashioned Knicker­ 
bocker sermon has become obsolete, and 
that people want even their thology in an 
entertaining form. 
Quite lately lie was 
obliged, through a fit of sickness, to break 
a lecture engagement with a society in a 
small town in Pennsylvania, and the man­ 
agers intimated that they would sue him 
for ¿10,000 damages. 
The suit was ami­ 
cably settled ; but the bint furnished as to 
the value of liis services was not lost upon 
the shrewd Tabernacle preacher. 
But while Dominie Talmage stands 
easily ahead of his clerical rivals in the 
race for emoluments at least, there are 
enough splendid prizes to be won in Xew 
Y ork to make it the Eldorado of the pul­ 
piteer, as it has long been of the politician 
and merchant. 
Some of the fashionable 
pastors have incomes equal to that of the 
President of the Fnited States, and there 
are many who would hesitate in exchang­ 
ing their salaries and perquisites for those 
of a Cabinet officer. 
Less than ten years 
ago there was a general shrug of surprise 
when it was announced that Mr. Beecher 
had an income of fully ¿20,000 a year from 
his pulpit, his book and lectures combined. 
To-day when fashion sets the boundaries 
of ministerial success or failure, as in many 
other things, there aie probably a round 
dozen preachers who come very near if 
not quite up to the Plymouth pastor’s 
high-water mark. 
Probably Dr. Morgan Dix stands as the 
best type of the fashionable and succesful 
preacher ia the metropolis to-day. 
The 
rector of Trinity receives a nominal sal­ 
ary of ¿12,000, but his actual i ncome from 
his pastorate is limited only by his neces­ 
sities. 
H e gets all and everything he 
wants. 
From the time when old Trinity 
was organized, in 1697, till now, it has 
never ceased to be the fashion in Xew 
York. 
At the outset it almost broke the 
hearts of the dominies of the old Dutch 
Reformed Church by drawing away the 
young Dutchmen, who were fascinated by 
its beautiful service by the fact that it was 
in “English you know,” thus furnishing 
the earfiest instance of Anglo-mania on 
record. The little, fan-shaped farm, which 
the church got from the colony, has de­ 
veloped into the richest part of New York 
and Trinity’s vast possessions between the 
Battery and Fourteenth street are now es­ 
timated as being worth $140,000,000; its 
great business piles and grimy tenements, 
dingy warehouses and aristocratic-looking 
dwellings now bring it in a revenue big 
enough to run a small-sized kingdom. 
Its 
rector is allowed a handsome residence 
free, has a life position, and is the pet of 
the nabobs of Gotham and the idol of its 
fashionable women. 
YY’hat with valuable 
gifts and frequent trips to Europe, his lines 
are certainly cast in pleasant places. 
As 
the better and more influential part of his 
flock are away in the summer, lie can shut 
up old Trinity it he chooses and let the 
devil take a holiday, or he can hand over 
his theological cudgel to a deputy ad in­ 
terim. His assistants receive ¿6,000 a vear 
eaeh_ and many presents, thus making 
Trinity the very paradise of preachers. 
The busy, popular, fashionable pastor of 
these days has a good time all round. 
YVhat with his drives in the park, his 
teas, liis lawn parties, and rural pleasures 
in summer, and his manifold amusements 
111 the winter months, including even an 
Occasional box at the opera, he illustrates 
strikingly the evolution that has taken 
place in the pulpit and its surroundings 
I npalatable doctrines must be eschewed 
i: he would wiu fame and favor, and ma­ 
terial enjoyments, provided they are even 
half-way proper, must be tolerated and en­ 


couraged. 
H e must be able to criticise 
the iatest novel, and the new play, and to 
talk about the leminine trick of painting 
china, as well as to take a hand at tennis. 
Jle is no longer “Ye pore parsounofa 
toun,” but a part of .society i t s e l f , and ac­ 
cording as he treats society will it pet 
him or proscribe him. 
The Rev. Howard Crosby, of the Fourth- 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, is another 
fashionable preacher who has gotten safelv 
within the ¿10,000 mark. 
In addition to 
his clerical income, he 
I l l s a fortuue in­ 
herited from his father. 
His congregation 
is one of the most substantial and fashion­ 
able in the city. 
Another is the Rev. 
Charles Force Deems, of the Church of 
the Strangers, who, while possessed ot 
native ability, can unquestionably look 
back to the time when he “touched the 
conscience of the king” of millionaires. 
\ anderbilt, as the point from which his 
success in the pulpit really dates. 
IK- has 
many other millionaires in liis pews now­ 
adays, for like its opposite, opulence love- 
company of its own kind. 
Dr. Deems is 
also one of the happy ¿10,000-a-year men. 
So was the Rev. Dr. Chapin, now dead, 
who in his time was not only one of the 
most popular, hut also one of the verv 
ablest of metropolitan preachers.

another and one of the vigorous sort, is 
the Rev. lleber Newton, of All Soul’s 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
Church, 
whose

The Rev. J. O. S. Hunt­ 
ington, of Xew Y'ork city, son of Bishop 
Huntington, of Syracuse, became reduced 
in health from overwork at the Five Points, 
and resolved to try the benefits of country 
air. 
I nknown as a clergyman or priest of 
the Episcopal Church, Father Huntington 
applied for work near the village of Me­ 
ridian, and was hired by a fanner. 
H e 
worked in the fields with the other men 
and gained strength, but he did not forget 
his calling. 
In the evening he usually 
walked to the village and went about 
among the men, talking with them on re­ 
ligious subjects. 
Instead of being ridi­ 
culed, his earnestness and bearing attracted 
the villagers, and he preached two Sun­ 
days to them in the open air. 
Only a few 
days ago was his identity made known by 
a friend of his school days who happened 
to be in the village, and since then he has 
drawn still larger audiences. 
This kind 
ot an outing might not satisfy some of our 
ministers who are suffering for a trip to 
Europe, but it shows what can lie done by 
an ardently religious man who is not care­ 
ful to let his left hand know what his 
right hand is doing.

DESPERATE FIGHT 
WITH 
OUTLAWS 
IN PLACER COUNTY. 


A n E p is o d e o f th e S lav e E r a - L r l a n d

On the 11th of January a desperate fight 
occurred in Placer county, between some 
officers and two desperate outlaws, known 
respectively as “R attlesnake Dick” and 
“ R attlesnake Jim .” These worthies were 
recognized w hile passing along the road 
leading from €acram ento to Auburn, and 
about seven miles from the latter place. 
W ord was sent to Auburn, and Deputy 
Sheriffs George W . M artin, George John­ 
ston a rd W. M. Crutcher started in pursuit. 
T hey overhauled the men on the Illinois- 
town road, about a mile from A uburn, and 
M artin sang out to Dick that he was after 
him . The parties were all m ounted, and 
an indiscrim inate firing ensued. M artin 
fell dead at the first fire from Jim 's pistol. 
Johnston had one hand shot all to pieces, 
and Crutcher was wounded in the riitht 
hand. T he outlaws made their escape. 
B ut as the Iowa H ill stage was comiDg 
down the next morning, Dick’s body was 
found lying near the road by the Junction 
House. lie was shot through the body and 
head, and his clothing was saturated with 
blood. The supposition was that, finding 
him self mortally wonnded, he finished the 
jo b by shooting him self through the head. 
Constable (since Sheriff) Boggs, of Auburn, 
an d a posse at once set out after the other 
desperade. 
The Eastern press was filled with 
sensational accounts of an affair that had 
ju st occurred a*. Pomeroy, Ohio, and which 
illustrated one of the saddest features of 
the slave system. A Virginia planter, who 
boasted of his bine blood, had a beautiful 
daughter whom he was educating at a sem ­ 
inary in Pomeroy. 
She was both his 
daughter and his slave. As the former, he 
paid her bills, but as the latter he never re­ 
linquished his right of proprietorship. 
The girl was well aware of her dual rela­ 
tions to her father, and was afraid to re­ 
turn to her home, learning that he was send­ 
ing some of his slaves South to be sold, 
among them her m other. He sent money 
and urged her to come, but she refused. 
Then her fattier presented him self at the 
Ohio sem inary, accompanied by a savage- 
looking V irginian, both heavily armed, 
and undertook to force the girl away. The 
alarm was given and the people of the 
town became greatly excited and rushed to 
the girl’s rescue. The father produced an 
alleged deed of emancipation in the girl’s 
favor, but it was found to be worthless. 
To m axe m atters worse, a free negro 
showed up—the real husband of the girl’s 
m other. H e had bought him self free and 
had also partially paid for the freedom of 
his wife, now sent South to be sold to a 
new owner. 
His wrath knew no bounds, 
and—-stimulated by the then recent decis­ 
ion in the Sickles-Key case—he claimed 
the right :o take the life of his wife's be­ 
trayer. A most exciting scene ensued, but 
the haughty Virginia 
slave-master 
got 
down on his knees and begged so hard for 
life—supplemented by the appeals of his 
daughter—that he was allowed to go. After 
his return to Virginia he sent the girl (his 
own daughter) a deed of emancipation. 
But, under the workings of the slave code, 
her m other remained the chattel of her 
new purchaser. 
There was a war a couple 
of years later, and slavery was blotted out. 
In his opening speech of the cam­ 
paign at San Francisco, on the 8th of July, 
1859, Leland Stanford, Republican nom ­ 
inee for Governor, said, concerning the Pa­ 
cific Railroad : " There is the great railroad 
question. T hat question is of great im ­ 
portance to the people of California. The 
aad is calculated to strengthen the bonds 
of this Union, to give employment to the 
purplus labor of the country, and to give 
. jm es to the homeless and lands to the 
landless. 
T hat is the great question—the 
great national question 
which the Re­ 
publican party, more than any other, advo­ 
cates to-day. The Republicans have no 
great local or sectional interests to control 
them ; they acknowledge the influence of no 
means that are not national in their char­ 
acter. 
On the other hand, their opponents 
—the Democratic party of the South—is 
controlled by a great interest in which 
m illions of dollars are involved, an inter­ 
est which is opposed to the building up of 
this railroad. 
I say the Democratic party 
is controlled by the slave interest. Yoil 
know w hat ¡t has done for us in the past, 
an d you know w hat scheme it is organizing 
for the future. 
* 
* 
Slavery, the 
slave power, dollars and cents invested in 
negroes, require the extension of slave ter­ 
ritory, and the acquisition of Cuba is even 
talked of. 
The acquisition of Cuba is in­ 
consistent with the construction of the Pa­ 
cific Railroad.” 
On the 12th of July was commenced 
the trial of of Philip Sm ith for the m urder 
of Thom as J. Rice at Michigan Bar some 
m onths before.

The Declaration of In ­ 
dependence and a poem were read, national 
songs sung ana the day generally honored. 
There was the same talk in those 
days as at present of the possible evacua­ 
tion of R line by the Pope, on account of 
the war razing at that time. The Pontiff 
was reported, nowever, as Deing perfectly 
calm and tranquil. He said to some visitors 
one day : 
“ \Y nether in Rome or in exile, 
w hether free or in prison, I am still the 
sam e: and the vicissitudes of war have no 
alarm s for rue 
On the 8:h of July the residence of 
John Rooney at Brighton was destroyed by 
fire, with its contents. M ri. Rooney and 
the children only were at home at the time, 
and she placed the latter in safety and then 
did her best to subdue the flames, but w ith­ 
out success. 
Neighbors offered to erect a 
new residence for Mr. Rooney, but he de­ 
clined proffered aid, and was not long in 
overcoming his loss. 
Go tbe 9:h of July David C. Brod­ 
erick addressed a large mass meeting at 
Placerville, t t which Jam es J . Green acted 
as Secretary. It was one of the longest and 
most sensational speeches that Broderick 
ever made on the stum p, for he reviewed 
his whole course in Congress, and severely 
scourged the Administration Democracy. 
The Sixth-street Methodist Church 
in this citv was dedicated on the 10th of 
July, 1859 ' th e service was conduced and 
th e’sermon preached by Bishop Pearce, as­ 
sisted by Rev. O. P. Fitzgerald and the 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Evans. Aoout $1,000 was 
collected toward tbe debt of the church. 


J. P. Counts was Coroner of Sacra­ 
m ento county, and for m any years after­ 
ward. “ T h e Ju d g e ” looks about as young 
now as he did then, and, unless he gives 
some other Coroner a job, he bids fair" to 
live for many moons to come. 
On July 8, 1859, Milton S. Latham 
and John Curry, Lecompton and anti- 
Lecompton candidates for Governor, agreed 
to stum p tbe State together. Leland Stan­ 
ford, the Republican candidate, was m ak­ 
ing a personal canvass at the same time. 
T h e U n io n alleged th a t n o less th a n 
300 Indians had been killed by the whites 
in one m onth in Round Valley, Mendocino 
county. In K lam ath an Indian boy was 
brained while defending his sister from 
white ruffians, and in Napa an old squaw 
had been torn to pieces by dogs set upon 
her by whites.

FALL OF THE BASTI1.K. 
M rs. F rank M cK ee Is to M arry ail E ng­ 
lish A ctor. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , July 13th.—The concert 
on Union Square to-uight, the iuilia'ory of 
the celebration of the Fall of the Bastile, 
was listened to by about 10,000 people. The 
square had been beautifully decorated 
with flags and streamers and over 1,000 
tri-colored lanterns were strung on lines 
stretched front poles, but owing to very 
high winds it was impossible to light them, 
and what would have been a splendid 
effect was lost. 
Mrs. Frank McKee, nee Brown, who 
some years ago married a consumptive 
printer, thinking he would die in a day or 
two, but who lived more than a year, is 
about to marrv Arthur Newton an Eng- 
1 sh actor, whose stage name is Arthur 
Vinton. Mrs. McKee is reported worth 
$«0,000. 


H E W AS 8H A N G H A IED . 
D rugged in a B arbary C oast Saloon and 
T uken to Sea. 
S an F ranoi6co, July 13th.—Accompany­ 
ing the troup of native Samoans, who ar­ 
rived here to-day, is a man named Howard 
Habn, who acts as interpreter for the 
natives. 
Hahn has a remarkable history. He is a 
native of Switz-rland, but left that country 
in 1803 for the United States, where he en­ 
listed in the Union army and fought 
through the war, retiring with a good 
record and a commission of Captain. 
After the war Hahn came to California 
and worked for about two years in the 
mines. 
He then visited San Francisco, intending 
to return to his native land. One evening, 
while walking along one of the streets, Ihe 
name of which he never knew, he entered 
a saloon where music and barmaids were 
the main features. He was then drugged, 
and when he came to he found that he nad 
been shanghaied aboard the trading 
schooner William Giflord, bound for the 
Marqúese islands. 
While at the islands he escaped to the 
shore. He was captured by the natives, 
who were cannibals, but managed to es­ 
cape death by performing acrobatic feats 
for their pleasure. 
He remained with the islanders for three 
years and then escaped on a trading vessel 
und was lakeu to Tahiti. Alter staving 
there for one year and a half he went to 
the Samoan islands, where he has resided 
for the past seventeen years, currying on a 
smsl trading business. 
During that time he won the friendship 
ot the na'ivee ai.d has always lived among 
them. 
This is the first time he has been at San 
Francisco since his sudden departure on 
the trading vessel in the sixties. Hahn 
will travel with the Samoan troupe and 
expects to again visit his birthplace. 


SAMOAN SINGERS. 
T roupe o f N ative South Sea Islan ders in 
S«*n F rancisco. 
San F rancisco, July 13th —The Oceanic 
8teamship Company's steamer Umatilla 
arrived from Honolulu this morning. 
Among the passengers on board the vessel 
were nine Samoan natives, who come to 
this country under contract with B. A. 
Cunningham, who proposes to take them 
all over the world. 
The natives are all stalwart and athletic 
young men, and will give nightly exhibi­ 
tions of tbe various customs of their island 
home. The entertainments will consist 
principally of the war dances and songs of 
t he Samoan race, and promise to be very 
interesting. The natives are very fond of 
blonde hair, and it has become a custom 
among them to bleach their hair by burn­ 
ing it with lime. Cold weather kept them 
b<*low decks the greater part of the trip 
after leaving Honolulu, and when they did 
come on deck upon the arrival of the 
steamer this morning they were made the 
subject of considerable comment and curi­ 
osity. 
Their dark features and light blonde hair 
was something rarely seen, and many were 
unable to account for this singular ap­ 
pearance. 
Mr. Cunningham, who brought the 
natives here, is the gentleman who, several 
years ago, took the Australian “ boomerang 
throwers” around tbe world. 


FOUND DEA D. 
The B ody «Í John H enderson D iscovered 
N ear H uron F riday. 
H u ro n , July 13th.—The body of John 
Henderson was found at noon yesterday 
by E. D. Vogelsang about live miles north­ 
west of Huron. His satchel was first found, 
and about 300 yards down the road toward 
Huron lay the body, it being horribly de­ 
composed. The body looks as though it 
had been lying there one week. 
John Henderson was an employe of the 
California Electrical Works, and resided at 
illfl Vallejo street, San Francisco. He mys­ 
teriously disappeared from his cabin, ten 
miles northwest of Huron, on or about 
July 6:1), and was not seen or heard of 
since. Some think he was foully dealt 
with, and others think he was bitten by a 
rattlesnake. J. F. Landray of 617 Valencia 
street arrived on last night’s train, and says 
Henderson was foully dealt with. He says 
Henderson was a very temperate man, with 
good solid sense, and could not have been 
lost or have perished for tbe want of water. 
Mrs. Henderson, his wife, offered $50 re­ 
ward for his discovery. Twenty or thirty 
people started out this morning in search 
of him. Great excitement prevails, and if 
it is found that he was murdered the m ur­ 
derer will be roughly dealt with. 
Tbe verdict of the jury was that Hender­ 
son carne to his death from natural causes. 
The remains will be kept here until Sun­ 
day morning, when they will be shipped to 
Sail Francisco.

B rick B locks to R eplace th e Burned 
F ram es— F ine O utlook. 
V a n c o u v e r (W. T ). July 13:h.—The ex­ 
tensive fire of June 22d will prove to be a 
blessing in disguise. While a severe loss to 
the individuals burned out. yet a new Van­ 
couver will rise from the ashes of the old, 
which will be a more beautiful and sub­ 
stantial city. The City Council have estab­ 
lished a tire limit, and now all buildings 
must be of brick. Some fine brick blocks 
will be under construction. 
The Vancouver, Klickitat and Yakima 
Railroad has ten miles oi its road com­ 
pleted, and is making $100 per day above 
expeuses, drawing in saw logs and piling. 
It is the intention of the company- to push 
its road on to completion as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
The Michigan Lumber Company have 
their large sawmill, with 75,0u0 feet per 
day capacity, nearly completed, and will 
soon be sending away large cargoes of lum­ 
ber.The Columbia Land and Improvement 
Company have their street-car line com­ 
pleted to their beautiful suburb, Vancouver 
Hights. They also have under construc­ 
tion a large well and a complete system of 
water works, to furnish pure water for 
tbeir own and adjoining property. 
Vancouver's Fourth of July netted about 
$2,600 lor ’he Johnstown suflerers. 
The town is enjoying quite a building 
boom. Many dwellings are under construc­ 
tion. and there is daily demand for many 
more.

S anta Fk (X. M l, July 13th.—The State­ 
hood tight is ‘.airly on here, the Republi­ 
cans taking the lead in pushing it. The 
Democratic Ceutrai Committee declined to 
accept the proposition that the Republicans

During the season the company played one 
week at the Boston Theater. 
Alter the company left the city Pearl re­ 
mained and with a maid took a suite of 
rooms at the United States Hotel. She 
soon captivated everybody by her beauty 
and lady-like behavior. When her bill 
was presented she said sne was awaiting a 
remittance from Los Angeles. This excuse 
was given repeatedly, but the billtemained 
unsettled. She lived in the most expensive 
style, but her conduct was above reproach, 
aud she possessed a magnificent wardrobe. 
Filially the proprietor told her that she 
must vacate her apartments. 
After leaving the hotel she plunged into 
the fastest demi-monde lite of Boston. 
Shortly after she left the hotel the proprie­ 
tor received a letter from the girl’s father 
refusing to pay his daughter’s bills and her 
arrest followed. The girl admitted she 
went to the hotel knowing that her bills 
would never be paid, but she had given no 
thought to the const quences.

H O R R IBLE TRAGEDY. 
A Man M urders H is M istress and A t­ 
tem pts to K ill H er C hildren. 
B o st o n , July 13th.—A horrible tragedy 
was enacted in Somerville early this morn­ 
ing. The victims were Mrs. Catherine 
Smith, aged 45, her son Thomas, aged 14, 
and the perpetrator of the deed, Augustos 
Rosenberg, while two other children of 
Mrs. Smith were injured, one of whom will 
die.The murderer has been living with Mrs. 
Smith about a year as her husband, but 
tbe general belief is that they were not 
married. It is supposed that a quarrel over 
financial atlairs was the chief cause of the 
tragedy. 
They lived upstairs over a grocery store 
which Mrs. Smith conducted. The neigh­ 
bors were aroused at 1 o'clock by a number 
of pistol shots. The police entered the 
front door, and encouutered the dead body 
ot Thomas Smith, who received the wound 
probably Upstairs, and succeeded in reach­ 
ing the lower landing before falling. He 
was the eldest of the children, of whom 
there were five. 
Mrs. Smith was found in bed. The in­ 
dications were that she was shot while 
asleep. 
All the children sleptin the attic. Willie, 
aged 12, and Augnslus, aged 7, slept to­ 
gether. The former was shot through the 
body. The wound will probably prove 
fatal. Augustus was shot in tbe mouth. 
Recovery is possible. Charles, aged 5, was 
slightly wounded. He was iu bed with 
Mabel, a year younger. 
Rosenberg jumped from a window after 
accomplishing his bloody work, and it was 
presumed for a time he had escaped, but 
his dead body was shortly afterward found 
500 feet from the scene. There was no 
wound, and from tbe froth at the mouth it 
is supposed he either died in a fit or by 
poison. 


COW BOY OUTRAGES. 
T hey Raid a Sheep K aneh and K ill Sev­ 
eral H undred o f the A nim ats. 
St. Louts, July 13th.—News comes from 
the Mud creek section of Chicasaw, Indian 
Nation, that a few days ago a gang of cow­ 
boys on the cattle ranch of Mrs. Criner 
raided an adjoining sheep ranch belonging 
to a Mexican against whom they had a 
grudge, killing aeveral hundred of his 
sheep and scattering the remainder over 
the country.

NO TH ING IN IT. 
N o A ttem pt W ill be M ade to Form a 
R ailroad Trust. 
N ew Y ork, July 13th.—Railroad offi­ 
cials, bankers and railroad lawyers are 
agreed that there is no likelihood of even 
an attempt being made to form a railroad 
trust as set forth in the McCook circular. 
An attorney for one of the largest railway 
companies having offices in this city said : 
"The injunction obtained against the Ore­ 
gon transcontinental, preventing it from 
holding its controlling power at the Oregon 
Navigation election a month ago, follow­ 
ing the decision refusing the allowing of 
the Tennessee Company to vote its Mem­ 
phis and Charleston stock, killed all hopes 
cf a railroad trust ever being formed.” 
Railway officials generally regard the 
circularas a confession by Fie'rrepont Mor­ 
gan. McCook is Pierrepont Morgan’s coun­ 
sel, and he does not expect the Interstate 
Railway Association to exist over the pres­ 
ent year, and the circular was issued in 
order to call out new plans, using the old 
Territorial Trust scheme simply as a feeler. 
Steps will be necessary to remove the 
Chicago. Alton and Burlington and North­ 
ern roads from the positiou now occupied, 
and that a proposition has been made to 
purchase the stock of both companies and 
then operate them by the union com­ 
mittees. 
Another scheme proposed is to follow 
out tbe plan under which the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis, 
the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis aDd 
Chicago and Cairo and Vincennes roads 
were to be consolidated and form the rail­ 
ways into four great systems, the stocks of 
the old companies being cancelled and 
their individuality destroyed. 


NO RTH D A K O TA. 
Efforts to In sert a P rohibition P lan k in 
th e C onstitution. 
B is m a r c k (Dak.), July 13th.—At to-day’s 
session of the Constitutional Convention a 
large number of proposed articles were 
presented. 
Flemington, Howe, Hollick and Hager 
introduced articles providing for constitu­ 
tional prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 
Johnson introduced a long article with 
nineteen sections relating to corporations. 
Among other provisions in the proposed 
article is the following: No corporation 
should be created or have its charter ex­ 
tended, changed or amended by special 
laws except those for charitable, educa­ 
tional, 
penal 
or 
reformatory pur­ 
poses, 
which 
are 
to 
remaiu 
un­ 
der the patronage and control of the 
State, but the Legislature shall provide by 
general laws for the organization of all cor­ 
porations hereafter to be created. Exclusive 
privileges net taken advantage of are 
declared invalid property, and the incor­ 
porations are made subject to public use. 
No stocks or bonds shall be issued by any 
corporations except for money, property or 
services actually rendered. The Legisla­ 
ture is empowered to alter or annul char­ 
ters, if no injustice is thereby done. No 
official or employe of any railroad is per­ 
mitted to furnish supplies or material to 
said corporation, and annual reports to 
public officials are required. 
Railways are declared to be common 
carriers. 
B rave O m aha B oy. 
O m aha, July 13th.—Isaac Lewis, aged 
13, to-day jumped into a cistern and saved 
the infant son of Joseph Quinn, at 620 
North Seventeenth street. A number of 
children were playing together in the rear 
of the house, when the baby crept to the 
edge of the cistern and fell in.

ONE CENT FO R TEN W ORDS. 
The A m ount the G overnm ent Propose to 
P ay for T elegraphing. 
W a s h in g t o n , July 13th.—Concerning the 
report that he had made an order reducing 
the rate on Government messages from one 
cent to one mill per word, the Postmaster- 
General says he had suggested this rate, 
and some of the companies objected to 
them. 
He bad written a letter which 
stated among other things, “ I desire to say 
the rate proposed was fixed upon informa­ 
tion furnished to this Department that 
your company had been making rates to 
various large corporations that are in some 
instances as low as the figure now proposed 
for Government service. With a notice of 
this fact I would not be justified in making 
for the Government a new contract at 
higher rates than were charged other 
patrons, especially so in view of the 
privileges and benefits extended your com­ 
pany by Acts of Congress. I submit to 
your sense of right that the Government is 
entitled to minimum rates.” 
ALA SK A SALM ON. 
T here is N o M oney A ppropriated for 
T heir P rotection. 
W ash in g to n , July 13th.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has received a letter from 
the Collector of Customs at Sitka, Alaska, 
in regard to the salmon fisheries of that 
Territory, in which he suggests that, inas­ 
much as there are over forty fishing and 
canning corporations actively engaged in 
catching and preparing salmon for the 
market distributed over a large area, he be 
authorized to visit such portions of the 
Territory- to see that the laws for the pro­ 
tection of these fisheries are properly en­ 
forced. He has been informed that his 
request cannot be granted because of the 
lack of appropriation out of which his ex­ 
penses would be paid. It seems that while 
Congress passed an Act for the protection 
of the salmon fisheries of Alaska and to 
prevent the unauthorized killiDg of the 
fur-bearing animals iu Alaskan waters, it 
made no appropriation for carrying out 
such subject. 
GOODS IN FO R EIG N VESSELS. 
M exico W ants a R evision o f Our T reaty 
R egarding Im ports. 
W ash in g to n , July 13th.—Minister Ryan 
at Mexico reports to the State Department 
that considerable dissatisfaction exists and 
various criticising comments appear in the 
Mexican papers over the action of the 
United States in assessing an additional 
duty on goods brought into the United 
States by Mexican vessels. The Minister 
asks for information on the subject. The 
report was referred to the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, where it is stated that this practice 
has existed since early in the seventies. 
The general law provides that all goods 
imported in foreign vessels shall pay this 
additional duty unless especially provided 
for in treaties. As there is no treaty with 
Mexico on this subject, no exception is 
made in enforcing the law. 


F IN E CRUISER. 
Successful T rial Trip o f the G unboat 
B altim ore. 
W a sh in g to n , July 13th. — Commodore 
Schley returned this morning from Phila­ 
delphia, where he had gone to accompany 
the new steel cruiser Baltimore on the first 
run out to sea. He is in a high state of 
satisfaction over the achievement of the 
new craft. He will command as soon as 
she is put in commission. He calls her “ a 
magnificent ship,” and says she will be one 
of the most formidable vessels afloat when 
fully equipped and armed. The ruu on 
the last three days of the trial was a com­ 
plete success. The vessel was taken out­ 
side and run through a heavy swell. She 
was unequipped and her guns were not 
compensated for by extra weights. Every­ 
thing worked beautifully.

W a sh in g to n , July 13th.—North Carolina 
politicians are talking of a scheme which, 
if carried out, will affect the control of the 
next Congress. Congressman Brewer has 
already been announced as a candidate for 
the Speakership, and it is said he will re­ 
fuse to go into the Republican caucus and 
will be supported in his refusal by the new 
colored Republican member from his own 
State, a white Republican from Tennessee, 
and the white Republican from Louisiana. 
They will stay out of the caucus, the poli­ 
ticians say. because they are profoundly dis­ 
satisfied with the treatment they have re­ 
ceived from Presiden 1 Harrison. 
If these four Republicans should bolt, it 
would enable them to make their own 
terms before they permitted the election of 
a Republican Speaker. The contemplation 
of such a complication will make the Re­ 
publicans more tbau ever eager to capture 
every member from the four new Slates. 


BR EA D STU FF EXPO RTS. 
Im m ense Shipm ents from San F rancisco 
D uring the M onth o f .June. 
W a sh in g to n , July 12th—The statement 
issued by tbe Bureau of Statistics to-day 
shows that for the month of June the 
value of breac'stuffs Imported was $9,­ 
165,539, as against $7,043,724 during June, 
1888, while duriug the year ending June 
30th the value was $120.211,220, as against 
$124,702,083 for the previous year. Flour 
constituted over one-third of the exports, 
and corn and wheat over half the remain­ 
der. The total breadstuff exports from Pa­ 
cific coast districts during June was $1 488,­ 
052, divided as follows : Oregon. $12 650:

A Sensational Case—P lan to Rot» an Agetl 
L ady—W ater S u it.. 
Les A n g eles, July 13th.—The examina­ 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Harris, charged 
with robbing Mrs. George Miller of Kan­ 
sas City, began to-day. The case attracts 
interest on account of the age and wealth 
of Mrs. Miller, who with her husband 
owns large property in Kansas City. Mrs. 
Harris last Saturday caught Mrs. Miller 
in a compromising situation with Mr. 
Harris and demanded $2 500. Mrs. Miller 
gave her some valuable jewelry and an 
agreement to convey to her some real estate 
in this city. Mrs. Miller’s testimony indi­ 
cated that she was the victim of some drug 
or potion. She seemed to lay the trouble 
to a Spanish stew which Mrs. Harris made 
for her and which she ate the day of the 
robbery. After this she did everything 
which Harris told her to. She recovered 
her jewels through the police. 
The examination of the defendant is not 
yet concluded. 
A suit which threatens to throw the 
water supply of a great amount of land iu 
the vicinity of Pomona into the Courts 
begun to-day. It is entitled Pomona Land 
and Water Company against James Lovey 
and others. It seems from the complaint 
that for many years the residents near the 
San Jose hills, northwest from Pomona, 
have had a right to the water from what is 
known as the San Jose creek, which has 
its supply front a number of springs and 
ciénagas at the base of the San Jose hills. 
They hold that under what is called an 
old settlers’ right some months ago the 
Pomona Land aud Water Company bought 
nearly all the land on which the springs 
are located and over which much of the 
creek Hows, the land being known as the 
Palomares tract. 
The complaint sets forth that the defend­ 
ants are about to go up on the land of the 
plaintiff and break up the pipes and tlumes 
which the plaintiff has constructed for the 
purpose of conducting water to its custom­ 
ers, and asks the Court for a restraining 
order preventing the defendants from so 
doing. 
TH EY H A V E NO FR IEN D S. 
P ugilism and P u gilists B ecom ing Ex­ 
trem ely U npopular. 
N ew Y o rk . July 13th.—Should Sullivan 
come to this city, and Governor Lowry of 
Mississippi, make arequsition on Governor 
Hill, the “Big Fellow ’ will have a bigger 
contract to eicape extradition than he had 
in knockine outKilratn. 
Assistant District Attorney Lindsay says 
that, if arrested here, Sullivan would have 
some difficulty in regaining his freedom. 
Prize fighting was an offense fully covered 
by extradition treaties between the States 
of the Union. It was not necessary that 
the offense should be a felony. 
TheQDistric Attorney's office would, of 
coarse, sustain the order of extradition in 
Court. Governor Hill has not telegraphed 
to the police here to hold Sullivan if he 
arrives. At least Superintendent Murray 
said he had received no such instructions.

General Roger A. Pryor, whose acquaint­ 
ance with the law of the Southern States 
entitles him tospeak authoritatively, was 
asked if Judge McAllister’s discharge of 
Sullivan was sound in law. 
Mr. Pryor said it was not. Both the 
Constitution and Acts of CoDgress provided 
for interstate extradition of persons charged 
with "treason, felony or other crimes," and 
as a misdemeanor was a crime, a person 
could be extradited for that. 
“In his decision,” said the General, “the 
Tennessee Judge seemed to have applied 
the rules of law regulating international 
extradition, which are very different from 
those governing interstate extradition.”

B e rlin , July 13th.—The reply of the 
Swiss Bundestrath was received at the For­ 
eign Office yesterday. Though civil in tone 
it is none tbe less defiant. It does not 
recede a step from the position previously 
taken by Switzerland, and is throughout a 
vindication of the rights of the refugees and 
of the Swiss towaid the German police 
agents. The tenor of the reply was com­ 
municated to tbe German Minister at Berne 
early in the wet k. 
The communication was the signal for 
the adoption of stringent measures for the 
scrutiny of travelers crossing the Swiss 
frontier, the baggage being mercilessly 
ovet hauled aud the goods wantonly 
searched und dels yeti. 
To-day’s National Zeitung denies that 
these regulations are reprisals, and declares 
thoy are due to the directions from the Im­ 
perial Customs officials unintluenced by the 
Government. Tbe Swiss Canton authori­ 
ties believing otherwise, direct the travel­ 
ers to proceed through the Anstram terri­ 
tory. Tbe attitude of the Swiss Govern­ 
ment is probably strengthened by the 
knowledge that Bismarck’s menaces to the 
Swiss neutrality was the occasion of dissat­ 
isfaction. The Emperor has advised Bis­ 
marck to modify his tone and thus avoid 
aggravating difficulties. 
The North German Gazette to-night, in 
commenting on the situation, explains that 
the dispatch on June 5th was the outcome 
ot an understanding with Russia, and pro­ 
ceeds to show its object was, by giving it 
the tone and tenor ot an identical note pre­ 
sented at the same time, to accentuate the 
impression it was intended to produce. Its 
purpose so far has been attained, the Swiss 
authorities giving due consideration to 
Russian representations, and it is expected 
they will ultimately recognize the German 
claims, though in a less triendly and less 
expeditious manner. 
, 
The diplomatic action of Germany is 
aimed at the Social Democracy in Switzer­ 
land. AgainstSwitzerland itself this policy 
is directed only in so far as the elements 
hostile to the German Umpire are protected 
and promoted there. To combat these ele­ 
ments is the task of the Imperial policy, 
and the fight will not be abandoned until 
this task is fulfilled. 
Court circles are talking about tbe con­ 
version of Empress Augusta Victoria to the 
Catholic Church. She made a confession 
of faith before Abbe Radijewski, who is 
attached to the household ot Prince Rad- 
ziwell. Count Russelwell, the Empress’ 
Grand Marshal, himself a Catholic, wit­ 
nessed the ceremony in company with 
Prince Radziwell. 
The Emperor had previously been ap­ 
prised of her intention. 
Severe thunder-storms prevailed thougb- 
out Central Germany vesterdav, sweeping 
over Westphalia, ThuriDgia, Bavaria ‘and 
the Rhine provinces and doing much dam­ 
age. A number of buildings were struck 
by lightning. 
A sensation has been caused by the sui­ 
cide of Count V aldemar von Blumenthai, 
a Prussian military attache at Munich. It 
is believed that he was engaged to Lady 
Acton, sister of the German Minister at 
Washington. 
U N H A PPY IR ELA N D . 
A N ew O rder Coining; to the F ront in 
O ld E r in -llo in e K ulo. 
L o n d o n . July 13th.—The new Irish Ten­ 
ants’ Detense I.eague is the leading topic of 
conversation in political circles. The Irish 
members of Parliament have not had 
much to say about it. They are doing 
plenty *>f thinking, and plenty of sound 
and judicious work is on toot in connec­ 
tion with the new organization, hut they 
are not wasting words or informing their 
foes of the details of their scheme. They 
declare that the league is founded on per­ 
fectly legal and constitutional principles 
and that it will not supersede the National 
League, but will supplant it aud will carry 
forward the gradual work of reform of the 
relations between tenant and landlord in a 
more moderate and well-advised manner 
than has ever before been possible. 
A SECRET LEAGUE. 
Beyond this affirmation concerning the 
high cliaracier of the association, the Irish 
leaders decline to communicate anything 
concerning the league. The meeting t.ext 
Monday will be private. Mr. Sexton, in 
preparing a draft of ihe constitution, took 
high legal advice with a view to keeping 
the new league strictly within the limits of 
law. The desire of the members is to do 
this, and in the face of the rabid hostility 
of the Government and Tory press it was 
important to avoid even possible ambigui­ 
ties or chance defects of phrasing which 
might give the enemies of Ireland au op­ 
portunity for misrepresentation. 
PARNELL TO BE PRESIDENT. 
The greatest importance is attached to 
Mr. Parnell’s unequivocal support of the 
new movement. The fact that he is to be 
President of the Tenants’Defense League, 
according to current report, and that Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Morley cordially in­ 
dorse the movement, have given it at the 
start a hold upon the attention of the Brit­ 
ish public which it would not otherwise 
have had so early in its career. Members 
of the Government and the Ton- press are 
unanimous in universally attributing tbe 
new movement to the failure of the plan 
of campaign. These people are so blinded 
by their anti-Irish prejudices that they are 
Incapable of even perceiving, much less ap­ 
preciating, the astonishing advance which 
has been made lately iu the attitude aud 
policy of Ireland. 
A CONSTITUTIONAL BATTLE. 
• 
This is due to the high character of the 
men who are now her leaders, the temper­ 
ate methods of their procedure, the assist­ 
ance of great English statesmen, and the 
general recognition that they are now fight­ 
ing a legitimate constitutional battle, with 
the recognition and countenance of the 
English public. The plan of campaign has 
been a marked success, and its success has 
formed the basis for this newer and better 
policy which is directly due to the position 
assumed by the landlords as the immediate 
result of the successful operation of the 
plan of camnaign. Nothing since the fail­ 
ure of the Times' case against Mr. Parnell 
has done so much to raise him and his 
party in the eyes of the British public.

FRAN CE AROUSED. 
She D em ands th e W ithdraw al o f E nglish 
Troops From E gypt. 
P a r is, July 13th.—The Paris Herald says; 
The recent action of France in refusing to 
assent to the conversion of Egypt’s debts 
unless England would fix a definite date 
for the withdrawal of British troops from 
the Khedive’s dominions has received grim, 
conclusive and highly diplomatic com­ 
ment. The eccentric and frantic people 
commonly called Dervishes are up in arn s 
and are advancing upon Assouan. Colonel 
Wodehouse, who commands the Egyptian 
forces at Wady Haifa, fortunately has com­ 
mand of the telegraph wires, which the 
Dervishes have not. The result is that the 
Duke of Cambridge, Commander-in- Chief 
of the British army, is in active communi­ 
cation with the Admiralty, and the imme­ 
diate transport of reinforcements is ordered, 
among other regiments the gallant Black 
Watch. The Forty-second Royal High­ 
landers are on the way from Malta to 
Egypt. 
HARDY AND WARLIKE. 
There seems d o doubt that the Dervishes 
mean business. These dark barbarians are 
hardy and warlike. Telegrams from Egypt 
say that they are sufferers from thirst. 
This makes them all the more bloodthirsty. 
All that Wodehouse with his steamers and 
cavalry has yet been able to do is to pre­ 
vent the Dervishes from drinking his 
water. Wodehouse. in doing this, has 
already lost seventy killed and wounded, 
including two of his small staff of British 
officers, but this blow dealt at the invaders 
is not enough either to quench thirst or 
stop the advance. There will be severe 
fighting. July and August are pretty hot 
months for white men to eugage ia battle 
with wiry, snake-like Soudanese. 
THE KEY TO EGYPT. 
Such is the military aspect of the case, 
but let us fora moment consider its diplo­ 
matic phase. For seven years England 
has militarily occupied Egypt. It is an 


axiom familiar to every well-instructed of­ 
ficer in Europe that the key to Egypt is 
Khartoum. There can be no permanent 
peace until England holds Khartoum. 
England might have done this over and 
over again. Mehemet Ali captured Khar­ 
toum with Egyptian soldiers and the 
Egyptian army has time and again marched 
from Suakin to Zerber in the face of the 
enemy. Hicks I’asha did this with Egyp­ 
tians, and Stevenson and McPherson 
wanted to do so with British or Indian 
troops, but thev were prevented from 
rescuing Generai Gordon bv orders from 
home. 
There is not to-day a British commander, 
whether it be the Duke of Cambridge, 
Woolseley, Sir Frederick Roberts, Sir 
Archibald Allison, Sir Evelvn Wood, Sir 
Girard Graham, the Duke of Connaught, 
Generals Stephenson, or any other general 
officer able to draw a saber, who would not 
turn scarlet with shame to confess that 
these caf“ au lait Egyptians could go where 
Britons dare not tread. 
MUST BE READY FOR WAR. 
This fact, nevertheless, must go down in 
history. Diplomacy says if England wishes 
to remain in Egypt she must always be 
ready to take a little war out of her waist­ 
coat pocket and show the world at large 
aud France in particular that her presence 
in Egypt is necessary to protect the Euro­ 
pean community there, and as a safeguard 
for humauhy and civilization. Humanity 
and civilization ate words that have been 
pretty well exploited. If England has the 
courage of opinions, then let her capture 
Khartoum arid rule Egypt and North 
Africa as she does India, or else let her get 
out ot it altogether. Let the Egyptians 
stew in their own juice, let France, Russia 
or Italy have their little game in Egypt, 
but at least don’t let England be tbe dog in 
the manger. 


CANADIAN PA C IFIC . 
It is to H a v e a F a s t M o n th ly C ltin a -.la p a n 
S te a m s h ip S e rv ic e . 
M o n tre a l, July X3ih.—A special London 
caole to the Gazette says tbe British Post­ 
master General has just signed a contract 
with the t anadian Pacific Raiiwav for a 
fast monthly China Japan service. A few 
formalities only are necessary now to com­ 
plete the contract and enable it to be placed 
before the House of Commons. The nego­ 
tiations for this contract have been going 
on for over a vear, and at one time the 
Canadian Pacific announced that it would 
not attempt to get it, preferring to have 
private parties take it in band; but these 
not appearing, tbe road was compelled for 
its own business to make the attempt to 
obtain from the British Government a 
larger subsidy thau it has at present for its 
Pacific service. The road was helped in 
this by the Canadian Government, which 
has finally convinced the British Govern­ 
ment of the certainty of a fast Atlantic 
ocean service. 
AN IMMENSE SUBSIDY. 
For this last a subsidy of £500,000 yearly 
has been granted. The company’s bonds 
are now being floated, the steamers being 
built and will carry mails and passengers, 
the former going by the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad to the Pacific coast and thence to 
China and Japan by tbe new Pacific line, 
instead of as formerly by the American 
line from San Francisco. Steel steamers 
for better service will be ordered in a few 
days. They will be fast, and specially 
constructed for the Pacific trade. It is ru­ 
mored that a subsidy of $500,000 yearly 
will be granted for the Canadian Pacific to 
establish au unbroken express line from 
England to Asia, to shorten the time three 
weeks less than it has ever been before and 
give England the means of reaching its 
eastern possessions independently of the 
Suez route, and quicker by two weeks at 
least. 
TO BE USED AS CRUISERS. 
The steamers will be especially con­ 
structed, so that if needed by the English 
Government as cruisers in the Pacific they 
can be converted within a wepk’s time from 
merchant ships into armed cruisers and 
commerce destroyeis. The latter feature 
is considered important, and it is whis­ 
pered as being the principal reason for the 
big subsidy being granted, as it is much 
cheaper than keeping warships at great 
expense in the Pacific in case of trouble 
with Russia.

P oisoned le e C ream . 
S e e l e y s B a y (Ontario). July 13th.—0 * r 
200 persons were poisoned here yesterday 
at a church picnic Dy eating ice cream that 
was kept in a zinc freezer for several hours. 
No deaths are reported, but many persons 
are in a serious condition. An analysis of 
the cream showed the presence of lactate 
of zinc. 


SE A T T LE . 
A ddress from the R elief C om m ittee—No 
M ore A ssistan ce R equired. 
S e a t t l e (W. T.), July 13th.—At to-day’s 
meeting of the relief committee Chairman 
Lewis was instructed to prefare an ad­ 
dress that Seattle was no longer in need 
of assistance. Accordingly the following 
address was issued to-night: 
“ The citizens of Seattle are proudly 
grateful to all who have contributed to 
their relief, as well as to those who have 
extended to them sympathy and words of 
encouragement since the late disastrous 
fire in tuis city. Business has been re­ 
sumed, trade has again been tsiablished, 
the city is being rebuilt 
as fast 
as men and monev can do it, and 
ere 
long 
our 
business 
men 
will 
remove from their tents into the magnifi­ 
cent structures now being erected on every 
hand for their accommodation. The Re­ 
lief Committee have thus far been enabled 
by liberal contributions to offer ample re­ 
lief to all meritorious cases coming to their 
knowledge, and there are an abundance of 
funds with which to meet all future de­ 
mands on them, but should assistance be 
needed beyond the means that they have 
on hand, a call will be made on our citi­ 
zens therefor.”
